The Ministry of Labor, Health and Welfare (MHLW) invited foreign Embassies in Tokyo today 
to comment on the proposals.  Foreign governments have until December 25, 2003 to 
comment, for establishment of maximum residue limits (MRLs) for a pesticide, novaluron.  
The MRLs are NOT a part of provisional MRLs MHLW is drafting (See GAIN Report JA3071), 
but are the final MRLs without further review after their establishment.  MHLW will open the 
proposal to comments from a wider audience and notify the WTO SPS Committee before final 
review and adoption.
